A  wonderful  man,  whose  influence  on  the  whole  world 
was  far  reaching,  has  left  us  as  his  watchword  through 
which  he  accomplished  almost  boundless  good, — the 
motto — "Attempt  great  things — Expect  great  things" — 
and  surely  all  of  us  who  are  interested  in  the  Babies' 
Wards  should  take  it  for  our  inspiration  as  well.  For 
man}'  months  we  have  been  watching  the  greatest  war  of 
modern  times  devastating  a  large  part  of  Europe.  Those 
of  us  whose  hearts  were  touched  by  the  piteous  cries  of 
suffering,  of  starving,  of  dying  men,  women  and  children, 
have  given  to  them  of  our  strength,  our  thoughts,  our 
abundance,  possibly  overlooking  home  appeals  with  the 
thought,  "Oh,  but  the  War  makes  so  many  claims  on 
us."  Then  even  across  the  wide  ocean  the  noises  of  the 
falling  walls  of  burning  villages,  of  the  explosion  of 
shells  and  fiery  bombs,  of  the  groans  of  the  tortured  and 
wounded  have  come  to  us  in  such  great  volumes  of  sound, 
that  it  has  seemed  impossible  that  the  feeble  cry  of  a  tiny 
suffering  baby  at  ouf  very  doors  should  be  heard. 

And  so  when  a  year  ago  the  Babies'  Wards  had 
reached  the  point,  that  either  much  needed  improvements 
and  ad<litions  must  be  planned  for,  or  else  we  must  realize 


the  sad  fact  that  we  could  no  longer  accomplish  the  best 
possible  results  for  the  little  ones  entrusted  to  our  care 
— people  said — "It  is  impossible  to  raise  money  now.  Let 
the  Babies'  Wards  rest  on  their  oars  for  the  present. 
Wait  till  the  War  is  over  and  suffering  and  misery  are 
exchanged  for  peace  and  plenty.  When  the  lion  and  the 
lamb  are  lying  down  together,  then  you  can  appeal  for 
more  shelter  for  dying  babies." 

But  even  in  the  midst  of  War's  alarms  the  time  had 
come  to  attempt  great  things  for  the  sufferers  at  our 
doors,  and  some  of  us  had  faith  to  expect  great  things. 
In  their  last  Report  the  Babies'  Wards  gave  a  little  sum- 
mary of  the  work  accomplished  in  them — during  the  30 
years  of  their  existence — for  more  than  28,000  sick  chil- 
dren and  10,000  graduate  doctors,— and  appealed  to  all 
those  interested  in  the  alleviation  of  infant  suffering  to 
provide  means  for  the  enlargements  and  improvements  so 
urgently  needed.  But  a  few  weeks  had  passed  when  the 
beautiful,  the  most  welcome  news  was  brought  by  one  of 
our  Managers — that  a  friend  who  desired  to  erect  a  noble 
and  permanent  memorial  to  a  husband  some  of  whose  last 
thoughts  had  been  of  saving  the  little  ones  around  him  on 
the  great  sinking  ship — had  visited  the  Wards  and  of- 
fered to  give  $100,000  to  building  the  Alfred  Vander- 
bilt  Memorial  Annex  which  for  years  to  come  should 
alleviate  the  frightful,  the  mysterious  sufferings  of  many 
of  the  poor  friendless  children  of  this  great  city,  and 
should  save  countless  baby  lives; — a  monument  more 
precious  than  one  of  the  costliest  marble.  Time  has 
necessarily  been  spent  in  investigating  the  latest  methods 
of  hospital  construction  throughout  the  country,  and  also 
in  endeavors  to  solve  the  most  difficult  problem  of  draw- 
ing plans  to  provide  the  best  accommodations  possible 
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in  the  comparatively  limited  space  which  a  hospital  in  the 
great  tenement-house  district  of  this  crowded  city  must 
occupy,  but  we  beheve  that  before  another  Report  shall 
be  due  our  long  hoped  for  Annex,  which  shall  make  prac- 
ticable so  much  better  work  and  shall  help  to  save  so 
many  young  lives  will  be  a  realized  ideal. 

And  now  that  possibilities  are  opening  out  so  brightly 
before  us,  which  our  surgeons  and  physicians  are  pre- 
paring to  seize  upon  as  they  materialize — we  would  call 
upon  you  all  most  earnestly  for  the  present  help  which 
we  need  from  every  Manager,  from  all  our  friends.  Let 
us  remember  that  men  and  women  who  are  forever  see- 
ing tlifficulties  and  never  seeing  a  way  to  get  over  them 
are  always  a  source  of  weakness  and  not  of  strength. 

There  are  no  faults  or  mistakes  in  details  which  cannot 
be  remedied  through  careful  investigations,  through  warm 
sympathies  and  through  clever  brains.  What  we  need 
most  now  is  the  personal  help  of  women  who  are  inter- 
ested in  the  alleviation  of  infant  suffering  in  the  broadest 
ways.  We  want  new  members  for  a  Committee  on  the 
Admission  Department  to  supervise  the  enlarging  work 
which  is  being  done  there.  The  great  advantages  of  the 
Wards  must  be  brought  more  clearly  before  the  large 
number  of  district  nurses  and  the  poor  and  ignorant  par- 
ents of  the  crowded  East  Side  region,  and  their  natural 
reluctance  to  bring  a  baby  to  the  traditional  hospital  must 
be  sympathetically  overcome.  We  want  new  members 
for  the  Committee  on  our  own  District  Nurse,  to  consult 
with  her  over  the  best  ways  of  helping  difficult  home 
cases,  to  develop  new  and  valuable  lines  of  Social  Serv- 
ice, etc.  ■ 

And  we  specially  want  new  members  for  our  Nursing 
and  House  Committees  that  the  Wards  may  be  carefully 
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visited  by  each  of  those  committees — at  least  twice  a  week 
— that  our  weak  places  may  be  found  out  and  strength- 
ened and  our  strong  ones  encouraged,  and  that  friendly 
help  and  advice  may  be  given  in  every  department.  Noth- 
ing can  take  the  place  of  conscientious  friendly  volunteer 
visiting  to  supplement  the  hard  work  of  Doctors  and 
Nurses  in  a  Babies'  Hospital.  They  mu.st  fight  so  cease- 
lessly for  the  lives  of  our  little  patients  that  it  is  on  our 
visitors  we  must  depend  to  supjily  the  cheer,  the  encour- 
agement, the  kindly  sympathy  which  are  not  only  a  vital 
part  in  the  cure  of  sick  children,  but  which  arc  the  great- 
est help  to  our  Nurses  as  well.  There  is  special  work 
waiting  for  each  one  of  you  which  without  your  help  must 
be  left  undone,  and  which  is  well  worth  your  doing  even 
though  it  means  the  giving  to  it  of  a  few  hours  from  your 
crowded  lives  and  though  it  does  involve  some  real  sacri- 
fice on  your  part. 

You  have  perhaps  walked  hastily  through  our  pleasant 
Wards  and  have  been  greeted  by  the  smiling  faces  of  our 
convalescents,  by  the  cooing  sounds  of  the  tiny  babies, 
and  even  by  the  sobs  of  some  "discharged  cured"  patients 
who  "don't  want  to  go  away,"  and  you  were  tempted  to 
say,  "Oh,  things  look  so  very  comfortable  that  I  don't 
believe  I  am  needed  here."  But  if  you  would  listen  to 
only  two  or  three  of  the  histories  of  the  "cases"  from 
the  note  book  of  our  valued  head  nurse,  you  would  begin 
to  realize  the  countless  details  of  work  in  every  direction 
which  must  be  attended  to  before  such  results  can  be 
obtained. 

Catharine  G.,  a  little  Italian  girl  with  snapping  black 
eyes,  was  brought  to  us  in  a  most  pitiable  state  from 
severe  burns,  the  result  of  an  accident    The  father  had 
deserted  his  family  and  the  mother  went  out  daily  to 
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work,  leaving  the  care  of  seven  children  to  a  lo-year-old 
daughter.  In  their  struggling  efforts  "to  help  keep  house 
for  Mommer"  a  pail  of  almost  boiling  cocoa  was  spilt 
over  poor  Catharine,  burning  her  face,  shoulder  and  arm 
terribly.  Her  sufferings  were  very  great,  but  borne  with 
that  wonderful  patience  so  often  shown  by  the  young 
children  of  the  very  poor.  Many  different  forms  of 
treatment  and  of  alleviating  remedies  were  tried — part 
of  the  treatment  consisting  curiously  in  exposing  the 
burned  surfaces  for  long  periods  to  the  rays  of  the  sun — 
and  she  has  completely  recovered  with  but  a  moderate 
scar  on  her  face  and  a  small  one  on  her  shoulder.  Her 
convalescence  in  our  Wards  was  helped  by  her  joy  and 
interest  over  the  prospect  of  a  trip  to  the  country,  which 
she  had  never  seen,  as  she  was  promised  a  month  in  the 
Home  at  Sea  Cliff  as  soon  as  she  could  bear  the  journey. 

Gedelio  H. — A  baby  of  Hebrew  parentage,  coming 
from  a  home  of  great  privation,  was  admitted  very  ill 
with  pneumonia.  A  temperature  of  105°  lasted  for  days, 
and  the  doctors  had  slight  hope  of  her  recovery.  Empy- 
ema developed,  an  operation  was  necessary  and  the  most 
unceasing  care,  skill  and  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  both 
doctors  and  nurses  alone  saved  the  child.  The  baby  is 
gaining  rapidly  now,  and  will  soon  be  able  to  be  con- 
signed to  the  hospitable  arms  of  the  Speedwell  Society 
at  Morristown.  A  sister  of  this  baby,  Dora,  was  brought 
to  us  last  summer  very  ill  with  pleurisy,  but  she  also 
made  a  hard  fight  and  a  splendid  recovery. 

We  have  with  us  now  Charley  J.,  a  dear  little  fellow, 
one  of  the  many  victims  of  Infantile  Paralysis  last  sum- 
mer. He  was  treated  then  in  a  hospital  for  contagious 
cases  and  discharged  with  both  legs  and  the  muscles  of 
his  back  badly  paralyzed.  Sometime  after  he  had  been 
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sent  home,  he  developed  pneumonia  and  was  brought  to 
the  Babies'  Wards.  He  was  in  a  very  poor  condition 
to  make  the  hard  fight  needed  against  that  disease,  but 
he  is  now  gaining  every  day,  though  it  is  sad  to  watch 
him  with  the  fear  that  he  may  never  be  able  to  walk 
like  other  children.  When,  however,  he  is  stronger  and 
better  able  to  stand  it,  he  will  have  massage  and  the 
"after  care"  treatment  for  paralysis,  and  there  is  good 
hope  he  may  be  helped. 

Lillie  L. — a  pretty  little  brown-eyed  baby,  six  months 
old,  the  only  child,  was  brought  to  us  last  September 
very  sick  with  Enteritis.  A  few  months  previous  the 
father  had  gone  to  serve  in  the  Italian  army,  necessarily 
leaving  his  wife  and  baby  to  get  along  as  best  they  could. 
The  mother  went  out  to  work,  the  baby  being  cared  for 
first  by  one  neighbor  then  another,  till  she  became  ill  and 
was  brought  to  us.  This  baby  made  a  hard  fight  for  re- 
covery and  with  proper  treatment  and,  most  important  of 
all  perhaps,  proper  feeding,  the  battle  was  won.  It  was 
a  happy  event  when  she  was  returned  to  her  overjoyed 
mother,  and  left  for  the  future  daily  with  one  of  the 
hospitable  nurseries — she  will  undoubtedly  keep  well. 
Mike  B. — a  blue-eyed,  fair-haired,  most  appealing  little 
boy  came  last  October — IVIike's  brother  had  died  a  few 
weeks  before  with  Infantile  Paralysis.  When  they 
brought  this  baby  to  the  Wards  the  parents  were  almost 
distracted,  for  he  was  their  only  child  left.  After  the 
doctors  had  carefully  examined  him,  they  found  the 
trouble  was  Meningitis.  He  responded  splendidly  to  the 
long  and  most  skilful  treatment  and  the  good  nursing, 
and  after  many  weeks  has  lately  been  returned  to  his 
happy  parents  quite  well  again.  Runo  H. — a  frail  little 
baby  boy  was  admitted  to  the  Wards  last  summer,  suffer- 
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ing  from  a  very  bad  abscess  in  the  hip.  His  twin  brother 
had  died  a  few  weeks  previous  and  it  seemed  almost 
impossible  to  save  this  delicate  little  fellow.  He  bore 
his  severe  sufferings  most  patiently  and  soon  won  the 
love  of  doctors  and  nurses  as  well  as  of  many  visitors. 
After  long  weeks  of  pain  this  tiny  boy  began  to  improve, 
fresh  air  in  the  Roof  Garden  brought  roses  once  more 
to  his  cheeks,  and  he  went  home  not  long  ago  quite 
well." 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  Social  Service  Commit- 
tee which  continued  last  year  its  most  liberal  and  highly 
valued  gift  for  the  salary  of  our  Visiting  Nurse,  Miss 
Townsend,  whose  Annual  Report  follows : 

Our  warm  gratitude  should  be  expressed  to  the  Coun- 
try Home  for  Convalescent  Babies  at  Sea  Cliff,  which 
during  the  past  season  gave  admirable  care  to  so  many 
of  our  convalescents,  51  in  number.  Also  to  the  Speed- 
well Society,  which  again  took  21  of  our  tiniest  ones, 
too  young  and  often  in  too  serious  a  condition  to  be 
accepted  by  any  other  home.  By  placing  them  out  in 
families  at  Morristown  under  the  supervision  of  a  trained 
nurse  many  young  lives  have  been  saved.  The  severe 
epidemic  of  Infantile  Paralysis  last  summer  greatly  ham- 
pered, however,  all  fresh  air  work  for  young  children. 
The  help  given  by  the  Junior  Auxiliary,  by  the  Babies' 
Wards  Guild  and  by  the  Social  Service  Committee,  re- 
ports of  which  follow,  has  been  really  inestimable.  We 
must  also  add  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  countless  asso- 
ciations and  individual  workers  in  New  York  and 
throughout  the  country,  whose  generous  efforts  have  fur- 
nished so  many  of  the  innumerable  articles  needed  each 
year  in  a  Babies'  Hospital,  while  back  of  all  these  and 
underlying  them  all,  deepest  gratitude  is  due  to  the  many 


generous  friends  upon  whose  pecuniary  gifts  the  very 
existence  of  the  Wards  has  rested. 

The  most  pressing  need  of  the  Babies'  Wards  at  pres- 
ent is  a  greatly  increased  number  of  annual  subscrip- 
tions and  special  donations,  large  and  small.  On  these 
depend  the  salaries  of  our  head  nurse  and  assistant,  with 
that  of  the  examining  room  nurse,  the  provision  for  the 
emergency  wet  nurse  so  often  needed  and  for  all  extra 
help  when  the  Wards  are  crowded,  the  purchase  of  medi- 
cal and  surgical  appliances  and  a  thousand  small  ward 
necessities.  We  employ  no  collector  and  send  out  no 
circulars  to  the  general  public.  We  do  not  need  to  re- 
mind you  of  the  greatly  increased  cost  of  living  and  that 
it  requires  nearly  double  what  it  did  ten  years  ago  to 
carry  on  a  Babies'  Hospital  properly.  There  is  no  lack 
of  means  in  our  great  country  which  is  richer  than  ever 
before.  The  streets  and  shops  of  our  crowded  city  have 
shown  for  the  past  six  weeks  a  condition  of  wonderful 
prosperity.  Merchants  are  almost  unanimous  in  saying 
that  the  greatest  demand  for  Christmas  gifts  has  been 
for  something  "very  choice  and  unique,  never  mind  the 
price."  Oh,  my  dear  friends,  let  us  remember  that  infant 
lives  are  very  choice  and  unique  and  that  it  is  when  you 
are  giving  for  one  of  the  least  of  these  that  you  are  giving 
directly  unto  their  Lord  Himself. 

Second.  Gifts  of  clothing,  new  or  old,  will  be  most 
acceptable  and  we  would  earnestly  beg  that  sewing 
classes,  schools  and  individuals,  not  only  in  this  city  but 
also  throughout  the  country  would  remember  this  spe- 
cial want.  Full  particulars  are  given  in  the  appendix 
following.  Gifts  of  toys,  especially  rag  dolls  and  rattles 
and  of  fruit  and  home-made  jellies  are  greatly  needed, 
and  most  of  all  the  help  of  visitors  to  amuse  the  little 
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ones,  recovering  from  severe  operations  and  to  sing  to 
our  babies. 

Third.  We  are  anxious  to  secure  during  tlie  coming 
year  the  promise  of  enough  supported  beds  by  the  gift 
of  $200  annually  to  provide  for  the  cribs  in  the  new 
Wards,  which  will  be  opened  when  our  Annex  is  ready, 
as  well  as  to  make  good  any  vacancy  which  may  occur 
through  the  occasional  giving-up  of  a  bed  in  our  present 
Wards.

This  simple  Report  gives  but  a  too  feeble  glimpse  of 
the  1,600  little  patients  who  seek  a  refuge  each  year  in 
the  Babies'  Wards.  It  tells  you  nothing,  however,  of 
the  sufferings  of  the  thousands  of  such  children  scat- 
tered throughout  our  great- country,  whose  cure  has  been 
made  possible  through  the  skill  and  experience  acquired 
here  by  the  myriads  of  doctors  (who  have  come  from 
even  its  most  distant  boundaries)  to  study  in  the  great 
Post-Graduate  Teaching  Hospital.  Our  needs  are  heard 
by  a  handful  of  interested  friends,  but  I  call  upon  you 
who  listen  to  them — in  the  strongest  words  I  can  utter — 
to  bring  them  as  you  can  to  the  ears  of  prosperous  Amer- 
ica, whose  total  war  profits  are  reckoned  to  be  over 
$2,400,000,000,  yet  whose  gifts  for  the  sick  and  dying 
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within  her  own  borders  have  been  less  during  the  past 
year  than  for  five  years  preceding.  At  this  writing  every 
crib  in  the  Wards  is  filled.  Many  of  the  cases  are  of 
great  severity  and  the  sight  of  the  pain  endured  by  these 
innocent  young  children  born  by  no  fault  of  their  own 
into  cold  and  hunger  and  poverty  and  misery,  is  heart- 
rending. 

Let  us  bring  to  these  little  ones  first  of  all  that  gift  of 
myrrh  which  was  brought  to  the  heavenly  Babe  of  old, 
through  whose  birth  the  world  was  to  be  saved,  the  gift 
of  oneself  with  the  self-sacrifice  and  sufYering  that  gift 
must  involve.  The  Babies'  Wards  need  you,  the  young 
girl  whose  fresh  unclouded  life  can  bring  a  cheer  and 
happiness  to  the  children  which  they  have  never  yet 
known.  They  need  you,  the  woman  in  the  prime  of  life 
whose  very  interest  and  experience  in  a  thousand  other 
good  things  make  your  help  on  our  working  committees 
of  the  greatest  value.  They  need  you  whose  time  of 
working  activity  may  be  passing  but  whose  sympathy, 
prayers  and  good  words  carry  an  influence  with  them 
that  is  of  the  greatest  assistance.  To  do  our  .whole  duty 
now  means  not  only  self-sacrifice  on  our  part  but  also 
much  courage  to  bring  the  great  needs  of  sick  children 
to  the  hearts  of  those  who  do  not  yet  realize  them,  but 
in  such  a  world  as  this  courage  is  the  only  safety.  God 
being  with  us,  who  can  be  against  us?  It  is  our  part  to 
welcome  responsibility,  to  crave  the  difficult  work,  to  seek 
the  dangerous  duty,  for  these  are  our  divinest  oppor- 
tunities of  service  and  growth. 
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"Look  forward ;  brighter  seems  the  way, 
Onward  press  ever  day  by  day, 
Courage  should  now  our  watchword  be. 
And  hope  lead  on  to  victory."

The  large  number  of  deaths  in  the  Babies'  Wards  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  curability  of  the  infant  is  not  con- 
sidered on  its  admission.  If  it  can  be  made  more  com- 
fortable during  its  last  days,  even  if  it  be  entirely  incur- 
able, it  is  received  into  the  Hospital  as  a  matter  of 
humanity.

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REPORT  OF  VISITING  NURSE  FOR  1916

From  January  1,  1916,  to  Dcceml)er  1,  1916,  2,120  visits 
were  made. 

My  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  more  or  less 
hampered  by  the  epidemic  of  Poliomyelitis  which  raged 
in  Greater  New  York  during  the  past  summer  and  terri- 
fied many  of  our  families. 

I  am  glad  to  report,  however,  that  I  find  conditions 
on  the  East  Side  somewhat  improved,  although  there  is 
still  plenty  of  room  for  improvement. 

Many  of  our  mothers  know  nothing  about  the  advan- 
tages of  fresh  air,  cleanliness,  and  ventilation.  In  many 
instances  nine  or  ten  people  live  in  three  or  four  small 
rooms,  sleep  between  feather  ticks  with  their  doors  and 
windows  hermetically  sealed. 

Frequently  on  visiting  the  home  after  a  baby  has  been 
discharged  from  our  wards,  I  am  met  with  this  question, 
"Nurse,  why  the  baby  no  sleep?" 

I  try  to  explain  to  these  mothers  that  babies  who  have 
too  little  oxygen  or  sunshine,  who  breathe  air  with  gas 
in  it,  or  odors  from  soiled  clothes,  from  decaying  food 
and  unwashed  people  will  never  be  healthy  and  able  to 
resist  disease. 

I  believe  a  great  deal  can  be  accomplished  in  this  way, 
for  to  me  the  love  of  the  foreign  parents  for  their  chil- 
dren really  is  wonderful.  Many  a  time  have  I  seen 
fathers  and  mothers  alike  denying  themselves  the  bare 
necessities  of  life  to  provide  a  little  better  for  their 
children. 
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During  the  past  year  74  children  were  sent  to  the 
various  convalescent  homes;  this  does  not  include  Sea 
Cliff,  or  Speedwell  Society. 

1  feel,  however,  that  I  cannot  speak  too  kindly  of  St. 
John's  Guild,  who  during  the  entire  summer  opened  their 
doors  to  our  sick  and  convalescent  babies.  It  was  a  means 
of  saving  more  than  one  of  our  little  ones,  for  with  Speed- 
well Society  closed,  our  little  bottle  fed  babies  would  have 
been  obliged  to  return  to  their  various  homes,  irrespec- 
tive of  conditions  there. 

I  would  like  to  say  that  I  am  very  grateful  to  the 
Social  Service  Committee  for  gifts  of  clothing,  money 
for  fresh  air  work  and  for  general  relief,  also  for  the 
kind  interest  shown  during  the  past  year.

Muslin  Drawers,  all  for  children  from  one  to  six 
years  old.  Night  Gowns,  muslin  or  flannel. 

Flannel  Shirts,  for  children  from  ten  months  to  six 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.  Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  for  Roof  Garden. 

Pads,  27  by  36  inches,  of  unbleached  muslin,  with  inter- 
lining of  cotton  battling  firmly  quilted  in.

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Social  Service  Committee 
of  the  Babies'  Wards  of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital, 
held  at  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Orme  Wilson,  Jr.,  on  De- 
cember 5,  1916,  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  David  Wagstaflf 
was  tendered  and  accepted  with  much  regret.  Mrs. 
C.'ourtlandt  Nicoll  was  elected  chairman  in  her  place. 

During  the  past  year,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Mrs. 
Thayer  Robb,  34  new  members,  consisting  largely  of 
girls  not  yet  out,  have  joined  the  Committee,  so  that  our 
total  membership  now  reaches  111. 

The  raffling  of  the  Ford  car  brought  in  $1,306,  and 
as  Mrs.  Charles  Auchincloss,  the  winner,  very  kindly  gave 
back  the  car  to  the  Committee,  we  had  no  expense,  and 
the  profit  was  clear. 

The  work  of  the  district  nurse,  Miss  Townsend,  has 
been  most  satisfactory  ;  during  the  year  from  January  1st 
to  December  1st,  1916,  2,120  visits  were  made,  and  74 
children  placed  in  convalescent  homes.
